| hope that their teachers will help them 
understand that the men who laid down 
their lives in the 1914-1918 war were fight- 
ing to retain the same principles of indi- 
vidual freedom that we hold dear today. 
Perhaps the children’s hearts might be 
touched to know that some of the soldiers 
and sailors wounded in that war are still in 
our military hospitals, still bound to beds 
and wheel-chairs after half a century 
because they fought for their countrymen. 


The theme of this year’s Remembrance Day 

Booklet is that archway in Ottawa where a 

grief-stricken father carved the word 
“Vimy” for all the world to remember. To 

me, that story symbolizes the individual 

sacrifices of war. Each single soldier, air- 

man, and sailor who fought in the First or 

Second World War, or in the peace-keeping 

operations since, could tell his own story 

of what he gave up, and what he left behind. 


On this fiftieth Remembrance Day, 

| hope that the school children of Ontario 
will think about those who have sacrificed 
so much for us, and will also re-dedicate 
themselves to the principles of individual 
freedom for which so many Canadians have 
given their lives.

The following excerpt from Bruce Hutchi- 
son’s The Unknown Country describes the 
construction of the Canadian Parliament 
Buildings. It symbolizes the effect of war 
upon the individual: 


“Or if you want to see how the agony of 
men’s souls went into these stones, go 
around to the side of the Centre Block and 
over an obscure doorway you will find the 
word ‘Vimy’ carved deep and true. A humble 
mason carved that word one day when he 
knew that his son was fighting with the 
Canadians on Vimy Ridge in the last war- 
carved it without instructions or permission, 
because he had to, and the architect left it 
there, understanding what it meant. The 
mason’s son was killed next day on Vimy.”

Books of Remembrance 


In the quiet hush of the Memorial Chamber 
at the base of the Peace Tower in Ottawa 
lie four massive leather-bound volumes. 
They are the National Books of Remem- 
brance, containing the names of Canadians 


who have paid the supreme sacrifice in war. 


Every day, as part of a regular ritual, 

a page of each book is turned, displaying 
another list of hand-lettered names on the 
illuminated vellum pages. 


The first book, dedicated to those who died 
in the First World’‘War, was begun in 1932 
and dedicated on November 11th, 1942, 
after the beginning of the Second World 
War. Another book, containing the names 
of the fallen of the Second War, was begun 
in 1947 and dedicated on November 11th, 
1957. The third book, for the Sudan cam- 
paign and the South African War, and the 
fourth book, for the Korean War, were both 
dedicated on May 31st, 1962. Visitors to the 
Memorial Chamber are usually struck by 
the rich and sombre tones of crimson, 
purple, blue, and amber that filter through 
the stained glass windows onto the embel- 
lished pages of the four books. Many Cana- 
dians echo in their hearts the inscription on 
the title page of the second book: 


“Lay them with all that is most living, 

In light transcendent 

In the ageless aisles of silence 

With the immortals that saved the world.”
